The Shanghai position con- 
tinues to cause grave anxiety. 
Reinforcements are being hast. 
ened by the British, United 
States: and French Governments 
to ensure the safety-of their na- 
tionals in the Initernational Set- 
tlement. It is hoped their arri- 
val will have a calming effect 
within the Settlement, where the 
situation is tense and danger- 
ous, 

The neutral forces in the Set- 
tlerr ant were, to-day, supplement- 
ed by a body of marines landed 


. from the cruiser ‘Suffolk;: whic 


arrived from Hong Kong and ‘an 
artillery brigade are following 
in H.M.S. Berwick. — 

H.M.S, Kent, flying the flag of 
Admiral Kelly, Commander-in- 
Chief of the China Station, *is 
now proceeding from Batavia and 
is due at Shanghai on Friday. 

A Washington message says 
that United States’ Admiral Tay- 
lor will reach there on Wednes- 
day with reinforcements, in- 
cluding some hundreds of mar- 
ines, seven United States des- 
troyers having gone ahead. 

The presence of these rein- 
forcemente should afford some 
relief to the neutral forces, 
which, throughout the critical 
days, maintained the biggest 
morale under conditions of ex- 
treme difficulty aggravated by 
the influx of refugees. 

Japanese Jeopardise Safety | 

of Settlement. 

The safety of the Settlement 
was jeopardised by Japanese ac-

A sailor writes to a Home 


newspaper :— 

I would rather have been in New 
Zealand when the’ Corinthic set out 
on her last voyage than on-board of 
her when in the Royal Albert Dock 
the High Commissioner for New 
Zealand hauled down her house flag]. 
for the last time. The New Zealand 
people saw a ship setting out on a 
useful voyage, full of good fare and 
passengers. We saw the beginning 
of a ship's end. The cargo was 
being put ashore; probably . her 
charts, chronometers, and other 
navigation aids had gone. Soon the 
splendid woodwork of her saloons 
and drawing-rooms. will be broken 


up. 

The splendid engines,-which havo 
driven her at over twelve knots for 
more than twenty-nine years and 
nearly two million miles, will be 
jacked to pieces, although Mr. J. 
Macmillan, the managing director, 
assured us that they were capable 
of driving her for another twenty- 
nine years, while her hull looks as 
good as ever. Yet modern con- 
ditions and.modern ships.have made 
it impossible for her to 
with them. 

Hauling down the flag was the 
death sentence for the Corinthic, 
and it will be a slow end- 
ing for her—not like the 
ending of the battle cruiser 
Australia, which I saw be- 
ing towed out between Sydney 
Heads some years ago going to her 
last rest. Her end was sudden,

very tricky thing to make. | 

Really Easy. 

It is only natural that ‘such an 
impression should haye got about, 
and I have seen unmistakable ‘signa 
that it is quite widespread. It'is 
ho uncommon thing to come across 
a constructor who has built one 
set, got. satisfactory ' results, and 
then been afraid to make a later 
and better one for fear he: might 
ae be as successful the second

ment as to who should open the 
case, and finally his Lordship held 
that Mr. Jenkin should do so. 

Mr, Jenkin said that plaintiff's 
claim arose out of an agreement 
dated January 16, 1929, Plain- 
tiff’s name was given in the writ as 
Rattanchand Jeramdas, of China, 
‘Building, but Counsel said that his 
real surname. was Kaswani and he 
traded as Kaswani & Co., silk mer- 
chanta, 


A $4,000 "Loan, 


Toward the end of 1928, the de- 
fendants Pritamdas . Hashmatrai 
Vaswani and Utomal Thadani, of 
26, Wyndham Street), who traded 
as Jhurai and Co., silk merchants, 
in. Wyndham Street, were in need 
of money and approached the plain- 
tiff for a loan. The plaintiff 
agreed to, advance them $4,000 on 
terms which were incorporated in 
the agreement of January 16, 1929. 

Under this agreement, in consid- 
deration of the advance by plaintiff 
of $4,000, he became entitled ie 
four things, as under: 


(1) Twenty per cent. of the net 
' profits of Jhuraf and Co.; 
(2) Interest at six per cent. on 

his money; 
(8) Free access to the books. of 
account of Jhurai & Co,; and 
(4) An annual statement of the 
accounts of the business. 


Further $10,000 Advances, 


Later the defendants found that 
they required more money and, ac- 
cordingly, the plaintiff, in the next 


five months, fadvanced them ‘ur-|: 


ther ‘sums, and in the first half 
year of 1929 these advances 
amounted to $10,000, over and 
above the $4,000 originally loaned. 

In October, . 1929, the plaintiff 
contemplated a world tour, or, at) 
any rate, a lotig business tour, and 


decided ‘to leave Horig. Kong at the] 


end of January, 1980. Defendarte 
then suggested to. him that'it: “might 
be ito their. mutual | sued to 


amalgamate Jhurai. and. Co. with 
the plaintiff’s. business, which was 
then carried on as S. J. Kaswant 
and {ts place taken by a new agree- 
ment in regard to the relationship 
of the two firms. 

Drafts of the agreement, Coun- 
sel'aaid, were ‘actually prepared, 
but it was not signed by the time 
the plaintiff left Hong Kong by the 
4.8, Morea, on February 2, 1980, 

Capital Account Squared. 

In January, 1980, about three 
weeks prior to the plaintifi’s depar- 
ture, the capital‘account was 
squared up in the sense that all the 
advances which the plaintiff had 
made were repnid—the whole of 
the $14,000 advanced’ by him to the 
defendants. . Interest,' however, 
waa not paid on the money, nor was 
the plaintif? given any share’ of the 
profits of Jhurai and Co,, before 
leaving the Colony. ‘ 

On January 29, 1980, the plain- 
tiff signed a document, admitting 
liquidation of ‘a sum of 37,000 of 
the $14,000 debt. The other $7,000 
had been: previous}y paid in varlous 
sums, and it was not considered 
necessary to Anclude it in this docu- 
ment. ‘ 

A Power of Attorney, 


The plaintiff, before leaving the 
Colony, gave a power of attorney 


‘to the second defendant's brother| 


to look after. his interests while he 
was away, with. instructions that 
his share be credited to his account 
ag soon as the profits of Jhurai and] - 
Co. were ascertained.. 
A certain amount, Coundel said, 
in respect of the interest on. money 
advanced by plaintiff, had * been 
paid by the defendants into Court, 
but nothing was paid in ‘in respect 
of the profits and plaintiff’s account 
was ‘not. credited.” with. anything in 
respect of profita, ‘ 
Here. Counsel ‘said ‘that, the re. 
‘ceipt given by plaintiff on: January. 
29, 1980, ‘was not intended, be a 
fil settlemes attle- 


ment of what Counsel called ‘the 
capital account. 
Plaintiff Put Off, 

Plaintiff returned to the Colony 
in July, 1980, and asked if his ac- 
count had been credited, ond he 
also asked ‘for full payment, He 
Was put off by the excuse, (genuine 
or otherwise Counsel could ' not 
say), that the books had still not 
yet been ‘made. up. Then, 'follow- 
ing correspondence, the action was 
started. 

Mr, Jenkin then ealled the plain- 
tiff to give evidence. Here Mr. 
Potter interposed to say’ that he 
proposed, ‘elther then or later,. to 
submit that there waa no case for 
him’ to answer on the plaintiff's 
pleadings and Mr. Jenkin’s open- 
ing of the case, and he suggested 
that that was an opportuna time 
for him to make that submission as 
it might.save the time of the Court, 

Mr. Jerikin . said that as -Mr. 
Potter intended ‘making his sub- 
mission in the course of thé case, 
he agreed that perhaps it might 
saye the tima of the Court if he 
‘argued his point’ before plaintiff's 
evidence. |. . 

Mr. Potter then ‘proceeded to pre- 
sent his submission, after ' which 
the case was adjourned, ,
